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CPA committee submits annual budget

AGAWAM - At the next meet- 
ing of the Agawam City Council, 
councilors will be asked to set 
the fiscal year 2015 budget for 
the Community Preservation Act 
(CPA) fund. 


The CPA was put in place in Aga- 
wam in 2004 and charges property 
owners a one percent surcharge on 
their yearly property tax bill. On 
average, it costs a taxpayer $28.62 
per year. The benefit for towns- 
people is the millions of dollars 
in state match funds for the CPA 
budget. Recent cuts have reduced 
the amount Agawam receives from 


the state, but there are other situa- 
tions where money invested from 
the CPA fund has resulted in other 
grants from the state. The state also 
contributes a lot of money to pur- 
chase land for the purpose of open 
space preservation. 

Last Wednesday night, the CPA 
Committee held their annual pub- 
lic hearing to gain input on what 


they would like to see done with 
CPA funds during the next year. 
The committee, which is chaired 
by Henry Kozloski and adminis- 
trated by Jennifer Bonfiglio, also 
presented their projected funding 
for the next fiscal year. 

The group is estimating a rev- 
enue stream of $543,882. Ten per- 
cent of that amount will be used 


specifically for open space. Anoth- 
er 10 percent of the amount will be 
reserved for community housing, 
and another 10 percent will be used 
for historic resources. About four 
percent of the amount is reserved 
for administrative costs. The rest is 
unreserved. 

The public hearing was attended

AGAWAM - During the past 
five years, Agawam has lost six 
full-time school nurses and one 
permanent part-time school nurse. 
The head of the nurses’ union says 
the exodus is directly related to 
low salaries. 

Mary Pasteris, chair of the local 
Massachusetts Nurses Association 
(MNA) bargaining unit that repre- 
sents the town’s nine school nurs- 
es, said applicants are applying for 
and accepting positions in other 
districts that offer “professional 
salaries, professional respect, and 
the chance for advancement.” 

A school nurse in Agawam since 
1995, Pasteris became chair of the 
bargaining unit last September 
when the previous chair left for a 
higher paying nurse’s position in

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MassWorks grant sought for Walnut 
Street Ext. parking improvements

AGAWAM - The Agawam City Council 
on Monday unanimously approved the sec- 
ond reading of the Mixed Use Business Zone 
C proposed by Planning and Community 
Development Director Deborah Dachos. 

Dachos said Tuesday she will begin the 
process of trying to get Agawam in the pipe- 
line to receive a grant of up to $1 million in 
MassWorks funding to rehabilitate and im- 
prove parking options along Walnut Street 
Extension. She said the Pioneer Valley Plan- 
ning Commission will be providing techni- 
cal assistance to help the town complete the 
grant application. 

“They will study the area and look at what 
is needed to improve the traffic pattern and 
provide enough parking for the shopping 
area,’ said Dachos. “TI will be looking into 
exactly how many parking spaces are there 
currently and what we need for that area.” 

The Planning Department will specifically 
be looking at the parking and traffic pattern 
to make it an attractive area for residents to 
come and shop. The new zone will encourage 
commercial business to come to the area. 

The mixed use zone goes into effect imme- 
diately, Dachos said. Because Agawam has a 
city solicitor to look at the legal language, the 
town does not need to send their ordinances 
to the attorney general to be confirmed. 

With the zone change now in effect, own- 
ers of the nearly 20 businesses on Walnut 
Street Extension can also take steps to begin 
improving their properties. 

“The bylaw will give them the opportunity 
to expand their businesses within the regu- 
lations,” said Dachos. “They will be able to 
make changes or improve their facades as 
long as they do not adversely affect the sur- 
rounding business owners.” 

In addition, the mixed use zone also al- 
lows for businesses to install accessory 


apartments above their businesses. 

“If a business owner has a second floor 
they want to convert into apartments, they 
can do that as long as it is in compliance with 
the building codes,” said Dachos. 

The Games and Lanes property is now 
more attractive to potential buyers with the 
zone change allowing the area to be revital- 
ized, Dachos said. 

At a public hearing held May 19, Scott 
Petlock, owner of New England Go-Cart 
Events, said he was interested in purchasing 
the Games and Lanes property and wants to 
clean up the property and bring it back to its 
former glory as a source of recreation and 
entertainment for the community. 

Dachos says Petlock is currently negotiat- 
ing with the owner of the property and will 
have the benefit of a grant-funded remedia- 
tion to help address the environmental haz- 
ards on the property that have hampered its 
sale for more than 15 years. 

“T think with the zone change he (Petlock) 
is more motivated to purchase the property,” 
said Dachos. 

Petlock did address the city council at the 
public hearing and encouraged them to ap- 
prove the mixed use zone. 

The zone change was voted down by 
the city council four months ago, but was 
brought back for reconsideration in May. 
The council passed both readings of the zone 
change unanimously.

another district. She said recent ads to hire 
school nurses for Agawam haven’t attracted 
one serious applicant. 


Eliminating the wage gap 

School nurses — who work for the health 
department, not the school department — are 
the only town employees currently without 
a new contract. Their previous contract ex- 
pired nearly a year ago. MNA and Pasteris 
are negotiating a new contract with the may- 
or through the town’s lawyers. She said their 
goal is to eliminate what they say is a wide 
disparity between what Agawam pays and 
what surrounding districts pay. 

Bargaining couldn’t begin until February 
because nurses had changed union repre- 
sentation from a private lawyer to the MNA. 
“The town said it didn’t recognize our new 
representation, so we had to file with the state 


Agawam nurses’ salaries lowest 
in area 

According to a recent survey by Aga- 
wam nurses, the top salary for a school 
nurse leader in Agawam — $47,803 — is the 
lowest among many surrounding districts. 
Compared to other Hampden County school 
nurses, salaries for Agawam nurses are 29 
percent lower than comparable nurses and 
40 percent lower for nurse leaders. The sur- 
vey compared school nurse leader salaries 
for the 2011-12 school year. The survey 
found that East Longmeadow — the next low- 
est in salary — paid nurses $11,000 more than 
Agawam. 

Other districts paying salaries higher than 
Agawam included Westfield ($77,000), 
Northampton ($73,000), and West Spring- 
field ($63,000). Even some smaller districts 
— like Belchertown ($63,000) and Granby 

($68,000) — _ ranked

Nurses say latest offer is unacceptable 

After six bargaining sessions — the last one 
May 21 — the offer on the table is 2 percent, 
1.5 percent, and 1.5 percent. The town has 
also proposed dropping the bottom two steps 
and adding two steps at the top. Pasteris said 
that won’t solve the disparity. 

“Our last step is number 8 and nurses must 
wait until they’ve worked 20 years for the 
town to reach that step. Plus, there’s a 12- 
year wait to move from step 7 to step 8,” she 
said. 

Pasteris said the latest offer is not accept- 
able, adding that it “shows that the disrespect 
continues and that parity with surrounding 
town’s school nurses doesn’t seem to be a 
priority with the town.” 

When asked to comment on the negotia- 
tions, Mayor Richard Cohen said he didn’t 
believe it was productive to negotiate in the 
press. He issued a statement that said: “I 
appreciate [the nurses] concerns and I am 
hopeful that the negotiations will result in an 
agreement that is beneficial to both the town 
and the union.”

By the end of this school year, Agawam 
nurses estimate they will have a total of 
more than 50,000 patients. They range from 
routine office visits to administering medi- 
cations to dealing with accidents and other 
incidents that require further medical evalu- 
ation.

by four city councilors. Some members of 
the public inquired about the prospect of 
spending money on affordable housing for 
senior citizens and commented on the grow- 
ing need for senior housing. 

CPA Committee member Corinne Wing- 
ard said the Agawam City Council has cre- 
ated a Housing Committee to start looking 
at the housing needs in the community. That 
committee will hopefully start to explore op- 
tions to develop more senior and affordable 
housing in town. 

According to statistics from the CPA, 
nearly all of the affordable housing run by 
the Agawam Housing Authority is occupied, 
and there is a wait list of more than 400 
people to get into affordable housing. The 
housing authority had suspended taking ap- 
plications because the wait time was more 
than three years. They recently restarted tak- 
ing applications. 

One resident had suggested the town use 
preserved land that cannot be developed 


and start a community garden. Community 
gardens allow individuals who do not have 
available land on their properties to rent or 
buy a small plot of farmland to grow plants 
or crops. 

Another individual asked about preserv- 
ing land that is owned by Western Massa- 
chusetts Electric Company in Feeding Hills. 
Kozloski said if the land was purchased, 
Route 57 could not be completed. 

“Once the land is preserved, it cannot be 
developed or paved on,” said Kozloski. “The 
Route 57 project would be over.” 

Kozloski did say there was other land in 
the area the CPA Committee was looking at 
for the possibility of creating nature trails. 
Another suggestion was creating an ice-skat- 
ing park for local children and families. 

During the past 10 years, the CPA fund 
been helped by more than $3 million from 
the state and from grants. There is currently 
about $2.5 million in the CPA fund. Some 
funds could be used in the near future to re- 
habilitate the Agawam High School athletic 
fields.

spending will allow the replacement of all 
department radios during the next couple 
of years. He says the radios currently being 
utilized by many of the firefighters are at the 
end of their recommended life cycle. In ad- 
dition, the radios, which are manufactured 
by Motorola, are no longer supported by the 
company. 

“We cannot send them for repairs or get 
replacement parts for them,” said Sirois. 

He says each radio costs approximately 
$1,000. The radios come with accessories, 
including a case, hand microphone, battery 
charger, and additional battery pack. With 
the accessories, Sirois estimates about 27 
radios will be purchased with the transfer 
approval passed unanimously by the Aga- 
wam City Council at their regular meeting 
on Monday night. 

The purchase will take care of the major- 
ity of the full-time staff. The remaining full- 
timers will get replacements next year. Sirois 
said the department replaced the radios that 
were the most aged or damaged first so all 
firefighters have functioning equipment. 

“These radios can end up taking a lot of 


abuse,” said Sirois. “They got thrown around 
or hit against things when firefighters are try- 
ing to fight a fire. They definitely get battered 
around. We have to send them to be repaired 
sometimes.” 

Sirois said the new radios have similar 
technology to the current radio and include a 
customized programming for each firefighter 
that is in possession of one. 

“Tf a firefighter is in trouble, their identi- 
fication will be displayed when they radio 
in,” said Sirois. “That ID will come up with 
the dispatcher and allow us to know who 
is in trouble and find their position. Those 
radios are the second-most important piece 
of equipment a firefighter carries aside from 
their breathing apparatus.” 

Other features of the radio are similar, 
though battery life has improved on the new 
models, Sirois said. The radios have a life 
expectancy of about 10 years, but Sirois said 
the firefighters do what they can to take care 
of them. 

“We try to stretch out the life of these ra- 
dios as much as possible,” said Sirois. “We 
do try to be conscious of the taxpayers when 
it comes to how we take care of our equip- 
ment.”

Jim Fiddler, of Southwick, had always 
craved owning a Model A Ford when he 
was a kid, but the 1931 Model A Ford Tudor 
he now owns barely resembles the original 
Model As. It’s totally customized and paint- 
ed a deep burgundy. 

“T like the look of older cars, but I like the 
modern creature comforts — heat, air condi- 
tioning — of newer cars,” he said. 

The bottom of the Ford was completely 
rusted away when he bought it 18 years 
ago, so he decided to customize it rather 
than restore it. The Model A features parts 
from various modern cars: an engine and 
transmission from a 1972 Chevy pickup, a 
telescoping and tilting steering wheel from a 
1992 Cadillac, and lumbar bucket seats from 
a 1992 Saturn. 

“T just have a lot of fun with it,” said Fid- 
dler. “I enjoy the hobby. I couldn’t afford a 
Model A when I was a kid, so this car is like 
a lifetime dream come true.”
